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DiETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 01/05/2004 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the arguments pertaining to claims 1, 4, 18, 21, 27, the examiner states that 
each of these claims comprises the step of setting up a new call in an existing multicall either by 
(i) setting up new call on a new bearer or (ii) setting up. . . 

Lopez-Torres teaches the step of setting up new call on a new bearer (col. 14, lines 28- 
40) therefore the claims are read on. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5, 8, 10, 18-21, 27-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lopez-Torres (U.S. Patent No. 6,144,647). 

Regarding claims 1, 4, 8, 10, 18, 21, 27-28, Lopez-Torres discloses a method of 
controlling a multicall in a telecommunications system over a transmission path between a 
telecommunications network and a subscriber terminal, comprising setting up any new call in an 
existing multicall, according to a criterion, either by setting up new call on a new bearer, or 
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setting up new call on an existing bearer such that existing bearer is shared by at least two calls 
[Col, 14, lines 28-40]. 

Regarding claims 2, 5, 19, Lopez-Torres discloses method according to claim 1, wherein 
a decision whether the new bearer is required or whether existing bearer is to be used is made by 
the network according to criterion [col. 14, line 64 - col. 15, line 12]. 

Regarding claims 3, 20, Lopez-Torres discloses a method according to claim 1 wherein 
criterion is a preference of a user of subscriber terminal [col. 14, lines 52-54; col. 15, lines 24- 
45]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6-7, 13-17, 22, 24-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 9, 1 1-12, 15, 23, 26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claims 12, 26 have been rewritten in the independent format including the allowable 
subject matters set forth in the previous office action (paper No. 9). 

Claims 9, 1 1, 15, 23 have been rewritten in the independent format including the 
allowable subject matters set forth in the previous office action (paper No. 12).
